The^ persons arrested are of all ages and classes, but consist mainly of former 
political leaders and public officials of the old reginie* The arrests are not 
confined to the countiy, but also take place in Bucharest* -Most of the victims 
are sentenced to forced labor, particularly on the Danube-Black Sea Canal* 
Political prisoners in general are more closely guarded than criminals end afe, 
often kept separate from the latter* The authorities know that criminals 
(thiefs, burglars, et cetera) are more experienced in evading the law and 
sometimes have secret means of contact with the outside world* Consequently, 
they fear that, if both types of prisoners are mixed, the former will tiy to 
help the latter either to escape or comraunicate with their friends outside*
